Thisnis  the  sixth  Annual  Report  to  be  presented  since  the 
coming  into  force  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  (19^6) • 

1* 

The  town  was  fortunate  in  that  no  damage  was  caused  during 
the  great  flood  of  January.  An  offer  was  made  to  the  Smallburgh 
R.D.C.  of  two  houses  for  the  accommodation  of  refugees  from  that 
authority  and  this  offer  was  gratefully  accepted.  Two  North 
Y/alsham  families  were  later  rehoused  in  Smallburgh  Rural  District. 

Two  important  measures  for  the  health  of  the  town  were 
completed  during  the  year.  The  re-designed  Sewage  Disposal  ’forks 
were  formally  opened  by  E.G. Gooch,  Esq.,M.P.,  during  August,  and 
this  led  to  an  immediate  improvement  in  the  quality  of  effluent 
discharged.  At  the  end  of  the  year  one  obsolete  water  tower  was 
replaced  by  a  modern  higher  level  one  of  greater  capacity.  It 
was  formally  opened  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Sheringham  U.D.C.  on 
the  pOth  November. 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  your  mid-year  population 
as  if,  716  compared  with  4. ,£>10  in  1992.  The  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  was  16.  Thus,  apart  from  this  natural  increase,  the 
population  increased  by  9C0 

The  review  of  the  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  for  1953 
very  satisfactory  when  one  considers  that  a  considerable  portion 
of  the  population  consists  of  elderly  people.  The  crude  birth 
rate  for  the  year  is  1 3.76  per  thousand  of  the  population, 
compared  with  15*5  ^or  England  and  7ales .  The  total  number  of 
deaths  from  all  causes  assigned  to  the  district  is  2j_9 > 
corresponding  to  a  crude  death  rate  of  10. if  per  thousand, 
compared  with  11. if  for  England  and  "tales.  By  use  of  the 
Comparability  Factors  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General,  the 
purpose  of  which  is  to  modify  the  above  rates  to  those  of  a 
population  with  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  country  as 
a  whole,  they  become  -  Birth  rate  15.16  and  Death  rate  J>J0, 

The  principle  causes  of  death  were  Cardio-Vascular  Disease  and 
Cancer . 

There  were  no  epidemics  of  infectious  disease  although  there 
were  a  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough.  Immunisation  against 
whooping  cough  is  now  carried  out. by  General  Practitioners,  the 
immunising  agent  being  frequently  combined  with  that  used  for 
protection  against  diptheria.  Immunisation  should  be  carried 
out  in  the  early  months  of  life,  as  the  complications  of 
whooping  cough  -  particularly  the  lung  complications  -  are  most 
dangerous  during  the  first  year. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  there  were  again  no  deaths 
under  the  heading  of  Maternal  Mortality.  The  two  deaths  under 
the  heading  of  Infantile  Mortality  were  due  to  -  in  one  case 
prematurity,  and  in  the  other  congenital  malformation*  Once 
again  thanks  are  due  to  the  Hid wives ,  Health  Visitors  and 
District  Nurses  for  their  efficient  services. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a  waiting  list  of  110 
for  new  Council  Houses.  41  houses  were  completed  and  6l  were 
ih  the  course  of  completion  at  the  beginning  of  1954*  The 
town  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  scheme  for  the  provision  of 
bungalows  for  old  people,  a  very  valuable  Public  Health  measure, 
which  should  be  completed  during  1954*  The  general  standard 
of  houses  in  the  district  is  fairly  satisfactory,  but  there  are 
cases  of  buildings  which  will  have  to  be  dealt  with  under  the 
Housing  Acts. 

North  Walsham  Urban  District  is  included  with  Smallburgh 
Rural  District  and  Blofield  &  Plegg  Rural  District  to  form 
No.  1,  Area  of  Norfolk  County  Council  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
out  the  duties  for  which  the  County  Health  Authority  has  accepted 
responsibility  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  19 40 • 

These  include  the  care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Gh ildren,  Midwifery 
Service,  Health  Visiting  Service,  Home  Nursing  Service, 
Vaccination  and  Immunisation,  Prevention  of  Illness  Care  and 
Aftercare,  Domestic  Health  Service  and  Mental  Health  Service. 

Some  of  these  services  along  with  the  School  Service  in  the  area 
are  the  responsibility  of  the  Area  Medical  Officer,  who  also  acts 
as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  three  County  Districts 
comprising  Area  No.  1  referred  to  above. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  in  welcoming  me  to  the 
District.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Clerk  for  his  Helpful 
service  and  to  tho  Sanitary  Inspector  &  Surveyor  and  other  officer 
for  thoir  •willing  00- operation  in  the  running  of  tho  Department.

HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

The  Hone  Help  Service  is  administered  from  the  Area  Local 
Health  Office,  Asptand  Road,  Norwich  and  an  average  of  10  cases 
were  assisted  each  week  throughout  the  year.  Applications  for 
assistance  are  addressed  to  the  Welfare  Officer  at  his  North 
Walsham  Office.  Inaddition  to  cases  dealth  with  under  this  Service, 
the  Welfare  Officer  was  able  to  arrange  for  other  cases  to  be 
assisted  by  obtaining  Domestic  Assistance  Allowance  from  the 
National  Assistance  Board. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES , 

The  maintenance  of  an  adequate  ambulance  service  is  the 
liability  of  the  Norfolk  County  Council.  This  duty  is  discharged 
through  the  St.  Johr.fs  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society  on  substantially  the  sane  lines  as  those  operating  before 
the  5th  July,  1948.

WATER  ..SUPPLY, 

Source ■  -  All  main  water  is  pumped  from  under  ground  workings 
in  chalk  deposits  at  the  Southern  end  of  the  Town,  and  is 
temporarily  stored  in  two  water  towers  before  distribution. 

Tests.  -  Three  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  with 
highly  satisfactory  results.  One*  chemical  analysis  was  also 
satisfactory. , 

Quality.  -  The  chemical  characteristics  were  almost  exactly  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  Public  Analyst  pronounced 
the  water  as  very  suitable  for  drinking  and  general  purposes. 


Supply,  -  One  obsolete  tower  of  25,000  gallons  capacity  was 
replaced  during  the  course  of  the  year  by  a  modern  higher  level 
one  of  175,001  gallons  capacity.  During  the  year  two  short 
main  extensions  were  executed,  and  several  properties  having 
unsatisfactory  private  supplies  were  coniocted.  Further  a 
private  supply  main  was  connected  from  the  Canning  Factory 
directly  faith  the  Waterworks  and  all  demands  were  adequately 
met. 

SEWERAGE. 

Further  properties  wore  coniocted  to  the  sewer  extensions  completed 
last  year,  mainly  superseding  cesspool  installations.  Trade  waste 
was  accepted  from  the  Steam  Laundry,  eliminating  a  nuisance  in 
the  Town  Drain.  The  re-desig'Oed  Disposal  Works  was  formally 
opened  by  E.G.  Gooch,  Ksq.,M.P.  during  August  and  the  improvement 
in  the  effluent  discharged  was  at  once  apparent.

Public  Sanitary  Accommodation  -  The  present  public  conveniences 
wore  "built"  for  "a  temporary  period  of  ten  years,  which  has  long 
since  expired,  and  new  up-to-date  ones  are  desirable. 


Disinfestation  -  The  services  of  the  Council's  trained  Rodent 
Operative "have  been  continued.  No  serious  infestations  were  met 
with  and  all  wore  satisfactorily  treated.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  introduction  of  the  new  "Warfarin"  method  produced 
good  results.  Finally,  all  the  Council's  sewers,  refuse  tips 
and  Sewage  works  were  kept  disinfested.

No  action  *  as  taken  under  See.  11.  of  the  Housing  Let,  1936.  Forty 
Pno  Local  Authority  Houses  we.ro  completed  and  Sixty  Six  wore 
under  construction  by  the  end  of  the  year,  Lt  the  end  of  1953 
under  all  Housing  Lets  the  Council  had  erected  3^9  houses. 
Tenders  were  received  for  22  Old  Persons  Bungalows,  hut  a  start 
was  not  made  during  the  year. 

Private  domestic  building  increased,  probably  due  to  relaxation 
of  licencing  procedure.  Twelve  private  houses  were  completed 
and  nine  were  under  construction  at  the  year's  end  also  one 
conversion  was  completed.

should  be  paid  to  their  personal  hygiene,  particularly  the  washing 
of  the  hands  after  the  use  of  the  toilet  and  before  the  handling 
of  food.
